X.2 Defiiiitioiis 

Poles - All references to “poles” of the Company shall mean poles which are solely 
owned by the Company. 

Pole Attaclmieiit - This is any attacluiieiit by a C.A.T.V. operator, aii electric company 
operator or a telecoiiiiiiuiiicatioiis company operator to a Company Pole. 

Equipment - Tlie equipinelit refeii-ed to herein coiisists of television, electrical, or 
telecoininr~nicatioii distribution cables, amplifiers, drop wires, wires, cable iiiesseiigers, 
anchors and any other appui-teiiaiice used in the provision of C.A.T.V., electric or 
telecominunicatioiis sewice.

If applicable, the electric comnpaiiy will occ~ipy the top of tlie pole witli foity (40) inclies 
of required safety space between this attaclinient and tlie next attacliment lower 011 tlie 
pole. Each of tlie other attachments by a C.A.T.V. or telephone OPERPLTOR will occupy 
the remaining usable space on tlie pole with 110 less than one (1) foot of space between 
each of tliese attaching OPERATORS. The lowest attachment on tlie pole should be no 
less than twenty (20) feet to tlie ground as long as resulting cable and wire clearances do 
not produce violations of tlie National Electric Safety Code (NESC). 

Tlie OPERATOR shall, at its own risk and expense, inalte and maintain attachments in a 
safe conditio11 and in tliorougli repair and in a iiianiier siiitable to tlie Telephone Coiiipaiiy 
or by other persons, firms, corporations, goveiiimental units, etc. using said poles, 
pursuant to any license or pennit of tlie Telephone Conipany, or interfere witli tlie 
worlting use of facilities there or which may, from time to time, be placed thereon. 

Tlie OPERATOR shall at any time, at its own risk and expense, upon forty-eight (48) 
hours notice fi-om the Telephone Company relocate, replace or renew its facilities placed 
on said poles and transfer them to substituted poles or perform any other work in 
connection witli said facilities that may be required by tlie Telephone Coinpany. In cases 
of an emergency situation, immediate action may be required of tlie OPERATOR without 
tlie forty-eiglit (48) hours notice. 

If tlie OPERATOR is unable or uiiwilling to meet tlie Telephone Coiiipany’s time 
schedule for such changes, the Telephone Company may do tlie work and charge the 
OPERATOR its reasonable cost for performing tlie cliange of OPERATOR attacliiiients. 

In cases of broken or damaged poles, tlie Telephone Conipany sliall not be required or 
expected to clear traveled portions of public highways or private property of 
OPERATOR wires and cables.

X.4.9 Whenever, pursuant to this Tariff, tlie OPERATOR shall be required to remove its 
equipineiit from any pole, such removal shall be made witliiii tliii-ty (3 0) days 
followiiig tlie notice given by tlie Company to tlie OPERATOR except as 
otlieiwise specifically provided. Upon failure of the OPERATOR to reiiiove such 
equipiiieiit withiii thirty (30) days or as otlierwise required, llie Coiiipaiiy may 
remove tlieiii and charge tlie OPERATOR all costs associated with such removal. (T) 

X.4.10 Tlie Telephone Company, because of tlie iiiipoi-taiice of its sewice, reserves tlie 
riglit to inspect each new iiistallation of tlie OPERATOR on its poles and in tlie 
vicinity of its lilies or equipiiieiit and to male periodic iiispectioiis, as plaiit 
coiiditioiis wail-ant, of the entire plaiit of the OPERATOR. Tlie origiiial 
iiispectioii sliall be on a per cost basis, and there sliall be no cost for the periodic 
iiispectioii. (T) 

X4.11 When substandard installations are found which are iiot created by tlie Telephone 
Company but by the OPERATOR, the Teleplioiie Coiiipaiiy will charge the 
OPERATOR for cost of coil-ecting them. (T) 

X4.12 The OPERATOR shall not attach to any pole hardware of the Telephone 
Coiiipaiiy for siippoi-tiiig of any OPERATOR wires or cable. (T) 

X4.13 The OPERATOR sliall iiot attach to any anchor of tlie Teleplioiie Company 
witliout tlie approval of tlie Teleplioiie Company. (T)
